_ THE BEST GOVERNMENT... 


We have always believed in two basic concepts of govern- 
ment: |. The best government is the government closest to home; 
and 2. The various levels of government should concern them- 
selves only with those items that relate to their specific area, and 
should not overlap into other areas. 

Believing this, we can only oppose President Kennedy's at- 
tempt to create a new department whose head would have cab- 
inet rank — the Department of Urban Affairs, provided for in 
U.S. Senate Bill 1633. 

In actuality, this Department of Urban Affairs, if establish- 
ed, would deal with the problems of cities, and their adjacent 
areas; chain of administration would go directly between cities 
and Washington, by-passing states almost cariphitely: and coun- 
ties to a great extent. : : e 

Yet the problems that it would be "solving" are problems 
created by and relating to cities, and are therefore problems 
that expanding cities should take the lead in solving — as they 
are now doing. 

Of course, Mr. Kennedy is a big government man; he ap- 
parently believes that only the federal. government can solve 
problems at the grassroots. He says, in effect, that we people 
down at the level where the problems exist are too stupid to take 
care of said problems, so the Great White Father must step in. 

This is ridiculous. There is no magic wand that a new and 
expensive bureau in Washington can wave; there is no magic 
wand that anyone can wave, but there is most certainly more 
hope in meeting and solving problems at the level on which they 
exist than in turning to a new federal bureau that by its very 
philosophy must assume that cities and counties and states are 
helpless and must go begging to Washington. 

The proposed Department of Urban Affairs, if created, will 
be another signpost on the road toward complete control from 
Main street on up by big government in Washington. 

Every level of government has a legitimate function. Wash- 
ington's function is to take care of problems that are national in 
scope, not problems of a local nature. 

And, after all, it would appear that Washington has plenty 
to do right now at the level of legitimate federal government. 


Washington, Feb. 7—Com- 
plete government control of 
agriculture is now the Ken- 
nedy Administration’s farm 
program. 

This contrasts sharply with 
the program under the Eisen- 
hower Administration, which 
was directed toward freedom 
for farmers. 

The choice will be made by 
Congress. A major debate is 
certain. 

The issue of government 
regimentation vs. private en- 
terprise in agriculture has 
been going on for many years. 
The result has been a hybrid. 

Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson, in the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, sought to lower 
price supports and increase 
the ability of farmers to de- 
cide how and what they 
would plant. 

President Kennedy, in a 
special message to Congress, 
completely abandons such a 
program for farmers. 

The basis of Mr. Kennedy’s 
program is that farmers 
themselves cannot plan and 
control production to avoid 
price-depressing surpluses. It 
is contended that the govern- 
ment must do it. 

On many occasions, however, 
farm experts have argued 
contrarily before congres- 
sional committees that farm- 
ers can best adjust their pro- 
duction to meet the needs of 
the market. 

In support of this conten- 
tion, it has been argued that 
vast surpluses have been ac- 
cumulated under government 
artificial price support sys- 
tems and government restric- 
tions on production. 

The answer of Mr. Kennedy 
—implicit in his message—is 
that present government con- 
trols do not go far enough. 

For corn and other feed 
grains, dairy products, wheat 
and cotton, national acreage 
allotments would be estab- 
lished based on estimates of 
marketing demand. The acre- 
age—egreatly below present 
levels—would be apportioned 
to the producers. Government 
subsidies would bolster in- 
come. 

The new commodity pro- 
grams recommended would 
become effective after ap- 
proval by a two-thirds ma- 
jority in producer referendums. 

Critics contended, however, 
that a two-thirds vote was as- 
sured by a threat implicit in

the program that, if the 
farmers voted down market- 
ing quotas on wheat and feed 
grains, there would be no 
price support program and 
huge quantities of govern- 
ment-held grains would be 
dumped on the market. 
Under these circumstances, 
it is contended that the Sec- 


| retary of Agriculture could 
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dump up to 370,000,000 bush- 
els of feed grain stocks and 
up to 200,000,000 bushels of 
wheat now held as _ surplus 
by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. 

The American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, which has 
supported measures designed 
to increase freedom for the 
farmer, has called this pro- 
gram “naked coercion.”

RARE DON MARQUIS, by: Ed- 
ward Anthony, we have a full 
and handsome biography of their 
creator. This is a perceptive por- 
trait of that cracker-barrel cynic, 
whose life, unfortunately and sur- 
prisingly, was far from ‘‘toujours 
gai’. A happy bit of reading for 
the devoted followers of those low- 
er-case wonders, Archy and Me- 
hitable. 

An explanation greatly needed 
by the uninformed and uninitiat- 
ed, is Rudolph Wittenberg’s COM- 
MON SENSE ABOUT PSYCHO- 
ANALYSIS. We learn what, with- 
in limits, this mew and often 
abused branch of medicine can ac- 
complish, and what the patient 
may expect to gain. The use of 
modified analytic therapy with 
children, the choice of an analyst. 
and the analyst’s training, and 
many other problems are discuss- 
ed. At no time does Dr. Witten- 
berg write down to his readers. 
and his presentation combines 
awareness and humanity to a fine 
degree. 

Pamela Frankau ‘is a fine and 
popular novelist. Now we have a 
serious and provocative discussion 
of the problems involved in writ- 
ing. In PEN TO PAPER, Miss 
Frankau examines the way her 
books and her characters evolved 
from, her camera - photographic 
technique. This is a book of first 
importance to students of writing. ‘ 
but should also appeal to. her 
novel-reading audience as the bi- 
‘ography of many of her books. 


California 
Farm Prices 
Generally Stable 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 15—Pric- 
es received by California farmers 
at mid-January were fairly stable 
compared with a month earlier, 
according to the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting service. 
Lower prices for dry beans, cot- 
ton, oranges and turkeys were off- 
set by higher prices received for 
oats, barley, hogs, calves, lambs, 
commercial broilers and eggs. 

Compared with a year ago mid- 
January prices were substantially 
higher for barley, flaxseed, sorg- 
hum grain, rice, alfalfa seed, cot- 
tonseed, and calves. Prices re- 
eeived for oats, dry beans, hay, 
grapefruit, lemons, lambs, chick- 
ens, turkeys and eggs were sub- 
stantially lower than a year earli- 
er. 

Prices received in January show 
considerable change from the 
1956-60 January average. Marked 
increases are reported for dry 
beans, alfalfa seed, cottonseed, or- 
anges, beef cattle and calves. Pric- 
es received for corn, oats, hay, 
grapefruit, lemons, lambs, chick- 
ens, and turkeys were well below 
average.

Mankind has now reached that 
point of ‘scientific’? advancement 
at which it must, perhaps, con- 
sider retreating into the caves 
from which its aboriginal ances- 
tors emerged. ‘‘Fall-out shelters” 
is the current name for them, but 
the term ‘‘cave’’ still applies. 

For many months the question 
of who should supply fall-out shel- 
ters has been batted about vigor- 
ously at state, federal, and local 
levels. ‘A new type of business, 
that of building shelters for pri- 
vate individuals, has sprung inta 
existence, 
government investigation. How 
to provide shelters for the great 
mass of our population at reason- 
able cost is being gingerly studied 
by state and federal government. 
The basic issue as to the worth of 
such shelters is also being debat- 
ed, sometimes hotly. 

During our 1961 session the 
suggestion was made that new 
schools should be constructed to in- 
clude shelters for pupils and per- 
haps. their parents, with state fi- 
nancial assistance. A resolution 
calling for a study. of the matter 
was passed, and a joint Senate- 
Assembly committee was estab- 
lished to make the investigation. 

This group has held two hear- 
ings on the subject. The conflict- 
ing opinions submitted indicated 
the wide divergence of public feel- 
ing about shelters.

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fice people over their cost projec- 
tions. Using their estimates as a 
basis, he pointed out that an ade- 
quate community shelter program 
for the entire state would cost 
$2.8 billion. This huge sum, he 
declared, renders the whole pro- 
posal an ‘‘illusion and deceit.”’ 

A spokesman for the state de- 
partment of education called the 
committee’s attention to a recent 
opinion of the attorney-general 
which holds that school districts 
‘may finance shelters from their 
‘general funds or from bond pro- 
ceeds. They may also. cooperate 
‘with other public bodies in the 
‘construction and maintenance of 
shelters. . The opinion holds that

PRODUCTION ABOUT 


WHICH ONE CAN 


‘GIVE GOOD AND NOT SO GOOD COMMENT

Current Barn Theater produc- 
tion of “Dark of the Moon” is a 
most ambitious project, what with 
a cast of 21 persons, nine scenes, 
mood music, and a plot that de- 
mands atmosphere as well as act- 
ing, and certainly Director Rich- 
ard Newman had his work cut out 
for him when he took this one on, 
all of which might excuse a few 
weaknesses, but on the other hand, 
when admission is charged at the 
door, actors, in actuality, become 
a professional troupe, and people 
in front of the footlights have a 
right to expect a performance that 
carries at least a reasonable de- 
gree of professional quality. 

“Dark of the Moon’ has some 
of this professional quality, but 
21 actors in one show at the Barn 
are quite a few, and, as might be 
expected, all 21 members of the 
cast are not actors. (First criti- 
cism) 

With equipment available, mood 
music sounds like something way 
back off somewhere, rather than 
filling the theater and the pa- 
trons; consequently, it does not 
create mood — at least not for us. 
As for the music itself — unin- 
spired. (Second criticism) 

Theater atmosphere, so neces- 
sary for a show like this one, must 
have excellent lighting. The Barn 
just doesn’t have excellent light- 
ing. (Third criticism) 

But. with these weaknesses,

We'll 
even suggest that you see this 
show; accepting it for what it fs 
intended to be — a sort of fan- 
tacy based on a mountain folk 
song — you’ll enjoy it. 

But.don’t take the youngsters 
with you, unless they know about 
the facts of life, or unless you are 
prepared to explain said facts on 
the way home. 


“Dark of the Moon” still adds up]® 


to pretty fair theater; it could, 
however, be spectacular theater. 

Victor Rugh, Jr. carries the lead 
quite well, although he somehow 
does not have that intangible 
somehting that really projects 
across the footlights; Cherie Turn- 
er, likewise. 

Perhaps getting the closest to 
mood and atmosphere that is so 
much a part of this play are 
Eugene Craig, Irene Aparicio, 
Vickie Hayward and Jackie Hicks; 
along with Rugh they do a fine 
job,in opening and closing scenes, 
but harsh lights hurt Irene and 
Vicki at other points in the play. 

There is a lot of good, robust 
acting in certain of the bigger 
scenes, notably the revival meet- 
ing in the mountain church.. This 
one is played for keeps, and Hen- 
ry Burford, as the preacher, might 
well find his future in pulpits of 
the Smokey Mountains. 

And things get rolling real well 
as Jim Sistrunk, Bill Pukmel, Jean 
Cantrell, LeRoy Isom, and Cherie 
Turner “get saved’; and Sistrunk 
and Tom Bone do some pretty fair 
g’itar plunckin’ and singin’.
